STORAGE STOCKS ARE LARGE 


Supply of Eggs, Apples and Butter 
Held Far Above Average. 


WASHINGTON, April 22. Storage 
stocks of eggs, apples and butter on 
April 1 far exceeded the average for 
that date, the department of agricul- 
‘ture announced today. 

Eggs in storage amounted to 1,884- 
000 cases as against a five-year aver- 
age of 250,000 cases.Barreled apple 
holdings amounted to 800,000 more 
than last: year and 85,000 barrels a- 
bove the six-year average. 

Boxed apple holdings on April 1st 
were the largest on record, amount- 
ing to 500,000 boxes more than. were 
held last year and 2,000,000 - more 
than held April 1, 1919. 

Creamery butter exceeded last 
year’s holdings by*.2,000,000 pounds 
and the five-year average by. 5,000,- 
000 pounds.
